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with the World atlas, an eight volume 
work, which was issued by the same pub- 
lisher, reviewed in the October 1938 is- 
sue of the Subscription Books Bulletin. 

The atlas contains a heterogeneous col- 
lection of maps printed in several differ- 
ent styles and colorings. It includes 
geographical maps; a few simple histori- 
cal ones, without dates; Biblical ones; 
German and European, showing the polit- 
ical influences of the present crisis; 
several pictorial maps illustrating eco- 
nomic and natural resources; and a series 
of small outline maps similar to those 
made by the Department of Agriculture ; 
two showing air routes; and one giving 
the location of army camps. 

They vary widely in print, 
quantity of detail, legend, and legibility. 
Many are of questionable value because 
of the confused mass of printing, as 
the North American maps, p.122-23. 
Others, like the double-page map of 
Africa, are exceptionally easy to read. 
Many maps are small, having two sub- 
jects to a page, and these often face in 
different directions. Some effort is made 
to alphabetize those for the United States, 
and to arrange the Canadian provinces 
geographically from the Pacific to the 
Atlantic. The South American ones 
combine both methods, and the rest of the 
world is grouped primarily by continent 
and geographic position. Place names 
are usually in the vernacular and some- 
times include the Anglicized name in 
brackets, but no pronunciation is given. 
Obviously no one editorial policy has been 
followed in assembling and labelling maps 
and statistical tables. 

The “Table of Contents” is arranged 


size, 


alphabetically. Although it indexes both 
text and maps, it is not identical with the 
“General map section” index. By check- 
ing p.143, which has several maps on it, 
through these two types of indexes, several 
irregularities are noted. ‘Two items are 
given only in the contents and one given 
in the general map list is actually not on 
p.143. One other item gives a differ- 
ent page reference, although the map on 
p.143 is really better. 

Each map of the Western hemisphere 
has its own place index which includes in 
most cases the population statistics, too. 
The index for the rest of the world is 
consolidated into a single alphabet, giv- 
ing only the page and the key to the ex- 
act location. These are not always ac- 
curate. Wrexham, Wales 10 D, 156 
would be in the midst of the English 
channel. It should read 4 D. Worms, 
Germany 10 G, 158 refers to a map hav- 
ing figures but no letters. Actually 
Worms is nearer figure 8 than 10. Inthe 
separate indexes Calgary, Alberta is given 
as 7 E, but actually it is nearer 7 G which 
is three inches away. The state maps 
are somewhat more carefully prepared, 
although the location symbols for Tucson 
and Yuma, Arizona are incorrect. 

The population statistics for the 
United States are based on the 1940 cen- 
sus and were accurately quoted as far as 
checked. The same cannot be said of 
other statistics given for the Western 
hemisphere, though no dates are given as 
identification. The Nova Scotia figures 
correspond with the 1931 population 
statistics, except Halifax which is lower 
than the 1931 census return. Brazil is 
an even 2,000,000 above figures given in

two reliable sources. Possibly this is 
caused by the failure of this atlas to dis- 
tinguish between official figures and those 
which must necessarily be estimated. 

The descriptive text which follows the 
maps varies in content according to the 
part of the world described. The in- 
formation about each state is largely uni- 
form, including industries, the topography 
and the history. Foreign countries vary 
widely in detail, but usually include a 
geographic description, a list of leading 
cities and famous places. The names of 
cities are usually in the vernacular, mak- 
ing them appear a bit odd in these simple 
articles. For instance The Hague is 
given under its less known Dutch equiv- 
alent, ’s Gravenhage. The actual quan- 
tity of information about each coun- 
try is usually no more than that given in 
the World almanac, and often less. 

In addition to the miscellaneous col- 
lection of maps and the descriptive matter, 
there are large black and white pictures 
copyrighted by Underwood & Under- 
wood, International news photo, and the 
Acme photo service. Many of them con- 
tribute information to the subject, but do 
not always adjoin the text they illustrate. 
There is no index to these illustrations. 

The special tables are open to question. 
For instance, The World at a glance is 
without date or any explanation for judg- 
Even its first 
column, Form of gov’t, is ambiguous. It 
gives both Utah and Hawaii as U‘S., 
Nova Scotia as Canada, Br., but Liechten- 
stein as Principality and Oman as Sultan- 
ate.

Owing to all the irregularities in or- 
ganization and in information, the book 
falls below the standards of atlases ad- 
visable for purchase. The Commercial

The copyright to this set is heid by the 
Standard education society, 130 N. Wells 
St., Chicago, who in 1932 made an ar- 
rangement with a distributing company 
for marketing the New standard encyclo- 
pedia in the British empire. The pub- 
lishers in a letter to the Subscription 
Books Committee state: “In preparation 
of an edition for them, the set was con- 
siderably extended, a great deal of new 
matter of particular interest to the British 
was added and some matter of exclusively 
American interest was deleted. The 
greater part of the material in the now 
called Consolidated encyclopaedia is the 
same as that in the New standard en- 
cyclopedia. . . .The main office of the 
distributing company operates under the 
name Consolidated world research society 
and they have offices in London, Canada, 
Union of South Africa, Australia and 
New Zealand.” 

The New standard encyclopedia was 
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reviewed in Subscription Books Bulletin, 
January 1931, April 1934, and April 
1940. 

In the Foreword of the Consolidated 
encyclopaedia its scope is described as 
“something new in the field of general 
reference material . . . a modern presenta- 
tion of the information and facts so neces- 
sary for access in every home, school, 
library and office.’ The editors an- 
nounce the omission of extensive maps 
and historical details, unimportant bi- 
ographies, etc., in order to make room 
for topics of general, current and govern- 
mental interest, such as arbitration, bank- 
ing, child labor, economics, taxation, as 
well as articles on most scientific, in- 
dustrial and topics, agri- 
culture and home economics. In the 
field of literature there is material on 
noted authors and their books, poetic 
masterpieces, and familiar characters in 
fiction, the drama, and the Bible. The 
editors request that errors noted by read- 
ers be reported to them. 

These claims to usefulness to the home, 
school, library and office were checked by 
a detailed examination of the articles on 
Belgium, Great Britain and the United 
States. Belgium occupies 234 pages of 
text, 2 pages of illustration, no map; 
Great Britain, 11 pages of text, 7 pages 
of illustration, map; United States 2034 
pages of text, 4 pages of illustration, 3 
maps. There are references at the end of 
each article to material within the set but 
not to handbooks, government reports, 
standard national works of reference. 
The information contained in the text is 
generalized, sometimes to the point of 
being superficial. It will not satisfy home 


vocational 


readers endowed with lively intellectual 
curiosity; it is not sufficiently explicit in 
many cases for school use and the omission 
of bibliographical references is a serious 
limitation. The library possessing a good 
standard encyclopedia and almanacs has 
no need of this set. The office will find 
better commercial information in alma- 
nacs and government reports. To illus- 
trate the generalized manner of the 
articles the following passage taken from 
United States is typical: “The Twenty- 
first Amendment proposes the repeal 
of the Eighteenth Amendment (Pro- 
hibition). It is to be ratified by state 
conventions elected for that purpose. ... 
By the early part of September, 1933, 
twenty-five states had voted for ratifica- 
tion of this amendment; no state had 
voted to reject it.” 

This paragraph also shows the set to be 
incompletely revised and out of date. The 
article on Belgium does not name the 
present king, nor is he listed under Leo- 
pold III. Apparently the only mention 
of him is in the article on his father, Al- 
bert I, whom he succeeded in 1934. His 
photograph faces the article on the Bel- 
gian Congo which page precedes that on 
Belgium. This poor organization of the 
illustrations is to be noted elsewhere, e.g., 
map of Ceylon included with India and 
no reference to it in the article on Ceylon. 

The articles on arbitration, banking, 
child labor, economics, taxation, etc., 
which receive special mention in the Fore- 
word were examined with care. The 
date given for commercial arbitration in 
the State of New York is taken as that of 
the published minutes of 1779. The cor- 
rect date is 1768. Gates W. McGarrah 
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is given as president of the Bank for inter- 
national settlement although he retired in 
1933.

In generalizing a particular subject like 
taxation in many countries, statements 
are made which because of their terseness 
are misleading. An example of scientific 
articles is that on insulin which mentions 
Dr. F. C. Banting as codiscoverer ; it does 
not carry the history of insulin beyond its 
discovery and general statements about 
diabetes and the insulin treatment. Vo- 
cational guidance is dealt with in a page 
and a quarter and home economics in two 
thirds of a page. The claims of the Fore- 
word of special treatment for these sub- 
jects have not been justified. 

Biographies were checked. 
minor celebrities such as John Farmer, 
Margaret Gatty and Emily E. C. Jones 
were included as well as historic figures

and some Biblical names and characters 
from literature. Of the contemporaries 
the information on Adolph Hitler was re- 
vised to 1934; Cordell Hull to 1933; Al- 
fred Landon to 1936; Lord Halifax, 
listed as Baron Irwin, to 1931; Newton 
Wesley Rowell to 1935; and Carolyn 
Wells to 1930. There are no entries for 
Edvard Benes, Anthony Eden, Archibald 
MacLeish, Sir Frederick Banting. There 
is a more generous inclusion of names 
from the British Dominions than is 
usually found in a general encyclopedia. 

The entries of the set follow an alpha- 
Cross references are 
adequate for some subjects. For others 
the material is lost because there are no 
references, e.g., Leopold III noted before. 
There is no index to the text nor to the 


betic arrangement. 


illustrations. The pages and plates are 
not numbered. These omissions make it 
difficult for anyone but the trained book- 
man to obtain the fullest use of the set. 

The set is bound in a heavily grained 
book cloth of fairly good wearing quality. 
Sewing is adequate, the margins allow 
sufficient space for rebinding. Paper is 
soft with a smooth finish. The print is 
clear. Photographs and some of the black- 
and-white illustrations are either from old 
plates or the process employed does not 
suit the type of paper used. The result 
is frequently a grey and at times blurred 
illustration. The colored plates are more 
successful. The colored maps, copy- 
righted by the Geographical publishing 
company of Chicago, are clear ; the black- 
and-white maps, such as that of Massa- 
chusetts, are bare outlines. 

The quarterly extension service was 
not available for examination. 

In view of the generalized treatment 
of much of the subject matter, the uneven 
revision, lack of an index to both text and 
illustrations, and a price which places the 
set in the field of standard works which 
give adequate information, Consolidated 
encyclopaedia is not recommended. 


New international encyclopedia. 25v.

This set is now being advertised widely 
by book dealers as a special offer, “28 
volumes, including the 1938, 1939, 1940- 
41 yearbooks. . . now $49.50.” Advertis- 
ing material states that the price of the set 
was “never before less than $148.25.” 
Subscription Books Bulletin, October 
1935, p.61, carried a note regarding the 
New international encyclopedia, 25v. 
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1935 [c1929] offered at $129.50 includ- 
ing two yearbooks. Purchasers should bear 
in mind the fact that the information in 
the set proper appears under a 1929 
copyright. 


Standard American encyclopedia, 
editor-in-chief, Walter Miller; assist- 
ant chief editor, Frank Justus Miller; 
advisory editor, W. Rainsford Boag; 
foreword by Gordon J. Laing; asso- 
ciate editors, J. Bradford Pengelly, 
Ella W. Forkert. 20 v. 24cm. Chicago, 
Consolidated book publishers, inc., 
c1940, c1916-40. illus. plates. maps.

The Subscription Books Bulletin, 
April 1937, noted that this encyclopedia 
was offered as a premium by the Chicago 
Times, the Philadelphia Inquirer, and 
other newspapers. The c1937 edition of 
Standard American encyclopedia was 
reviewed in Subscription Books Bulletin, 
January 1938. That edition was not 
available for comparison. ‘The present 
edition is issued in 20 volumes as com- 
pared to 15 volumes of the earlier edition. 
It is not known whether this change repre- 
sents an increase in content or merely a 
rearrangement of material. 

The name of Frank Justus Miller has 
been added to the editorial staff although 
he died in 1938. All other editors listed 
are those of the previous edition. Except 
in a few cases articles are unsigned and 
there is no list of contributors. No in- 
formation is given to substantiate the 
claim “we have had the cooperation of 
specialists in many fields of literary and 
scientific scholarship” made by the editors 
in their preface. 


According to information from the 
publisher, the Standard American ency- 
clopedia is planned primarily for home 
use rather than for schools and libraries. 
The publisher also states that the average 
purchaser is rarely asked to pay more than 
49c to 59c per volume, depending on 
binding, when the set is sold as a pre- 
mium. If sold without a premium offer 
the average price is $1 or more per volume. 

The criticism of brevity still applies to 
articles in the Standard American ency- 
clopedia. Treatment of general subjects 
is often so concise as to give little infor- 
mation of value. Some improvements in 
style and treatment are apparent. ‘The 
employment of the past tense, however, in 
many sketches of living persons is apt to 
confuse the reader, e.g., Josephus Daniels; 
Charles Gates Dawes. Biography is over- 
emphasized in comparison with the num- 
ber and bulk of entries in general subjects. 
The average user rarely needs biograph- 
ical information for such persons as 
Nathaniel Ames, Sir Roger Hale Sheaffe 
(incorrectly entered as Sir Roger Hale 
Sheaffle) and John Graves Shedd. There 
are more entries for living persons than 
one expects to find in a small encyclopedia. 

Evidences of faulty editorial super- 
vision are still to be found, e.g., Osbert 
Sitwell entered as Osmond Sitwell. 
Under Wars and warfare there are sec- 
tions devoted to Western European war 
(1939- ) and Russo-Finnish war, but 
no entries or cross references appear under 
Europe, European war, or World war II. 
Developments of the present war in 
Europe are not mentioned in articles on 
Great Britain, France, and Germany, but 
are under Air raids, and Czecho-Slovakia. 
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The amount of up-to-date material in 
the set varies. Hitler’s career is carried 
down to March 1939. The article on 
Franklin D. Roosevelt does not mention 
the third term. There are no entries for 
recent subjects such as chemurgy, plastics, 
and sulfanilamide. Population statistics 
for cities in the United States are for 
1930, those for other countries vary. 
Statistics for industries, commodities, etc. 
are generally for the middle 1930’s, e.g., 
rubber; railroads ; automobiles. 

The set contains no general index. A 
number of cross references are included 
within and at the end of articles. These 
are not always accurate, for example 
“Brooklyn bridge see Bridges” although 
the actual article is entered under Bridge. 

Entries for associations and societies 
are few. No entries were found for 
American Historical Association, Amer- 
ican Library Association, and American 
Medical Association. 

Except for lists of titles included in 
biographical sketches, bibliographies are 
rarely given in the Standard American 
encyclopedia. ‘The section Aero-Ame in 
volume | contains about 380 articles, only 
three of which have bibliographies. In 
volume 6, section Cze-Dek, there are 
about 232 articles (mostly brief) and of 
these 19 have bibliographies of one or two 
titles. 

The organization and arrangement of 
the set make it difficult to use. In several 
instances, articles begin in one volume 
and are completed in the next, e.g., vol- 
ume | Antarctica article carried forward 
in the middle of a sentence to volume 2; 
also, in volume 3 Bristles the break again 
occurs in the middle of a sentence which 


is completed in volume 4. The article 
on Musical instruments appears in volume 
11 but illustrations to accompany it are 
included in volume 12. The set lacks 
pagination. Lettering on the backs of 
volumes to indicate contents is overlap- 
ping, e.g., v.l A-ANT; v.2 ANT- 
BAU; v.3 BAU-BRI; v.4 BRI-CHE; 
etc. 

Illustrations in the set are well chosen 
but the poor quality paper is not con- 
ducive to clear reproduction. Sixteen 
pages of small colored maps are inserted 
in volume 20 between Zionism and 
Zodiac. No method of locating them is 
given the reader. 

The set is bound in dark red cloth and 
should prove sufficiently durable for home 
use. The type is small and set in double 
columns. 

Standard American encyclopedia does 
contain useful material, apparently drawn 
from authentic sources. It may have 
some value in a home where there are few 
books. For libraries and schools, or in- 
dividuals needing careful detailed treat- 
ment of subject matter, it is mot recom- 
mended.

A letter from the publisher states that 
“Webster's universities dictionary, un- 
abridged, is a complete modernization of 
the original Ogilvie Dictionary . . . se- 
cured from the Saalfield Publishing Com- 
pany some years ago, and which has 
appeared under the title of Twentieth 
century dictionary, unabridged.” The 
latter, Webster’s twentieth century dic- 
tionary, was reviewed in Subscription 


Books Bulletin October 1934. Reported 
in that review are the following titles 
under which the volume has appeared: 
W ebster’s imperial dictionary, W ebster’s 
universal dictionary, Webster's monarch 
dictionary and Webster’s standard dic- 
tionary. On the title page and across the 
back of the volume and on its front cover 
is this statement: “This dictionary is not 
published by the original publishers of 
W ebster’s dictionary or by their succes- 
sors.” Although this statement is made 
to comply with regulations regarding the 
use of the name “Webster,” such use 
nevertheless implies a standard of ex- 
cellence not found in the volume under 
review. 

Both the preface, which is unsigned, 
and the introduction which is signed “The 
editors” are very noncommittal. “The 
vocabulary and definitions have been de- 
signed primarily for the average reader 
in simple understandable language.” The 
term “universities” in the title is mislead- 
ing in that the definitions are for the 
general public rather than the student. 

For identification of words and a super- 
ficial idea of their meaning, many of the 
definitions are good, as static, sulfanila- 
mide, polemic. 

Insufficient background or lack of his- 
torical facts for an understanding of 
meaning occur in many instances, as oper- 
etta, or mastoid. ‘The definition of bol- 
shevik illustrates this criticism and covers 
a rather wide field: “A member of the 
radical branch of the Socialist Democratic 
party in Russia, favoring the rule of the 
proletariat; so called because this was 
originally the larger group of the party, 
the Mensheviki being the smaller.” Dis- 
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secting this, in this dictionary, the words 
radicalism, socialism, party, democrat, 
proletariat, Menshevik, and their close 
relatives give no idea as to when or how 
bolshevik, or its relative words originated, 
no mention of capitalism as such, or 
Marxism, or that communist is another 
name for bolshevik, while under the word 
communist that fact is brought out. The 
result is that there is little specific con- 
tribution to the original knowledge of 
the average reader. 

New words seem well represented. 
Pronunciation or diacritical marks are on 
the main entry word with only an occa- 
sional word respelled. Etymology of the 
important words is given with the latest 
antecedent first, after the word defined. 
Many obsolete words are included. 

A complete set of new electroplates was 
made, according to a letter from the pub- 
lisher. However, in the copy examined, 
the print is uneven in blackness. Many of 
the illustrations are indistinct with un- 
necessary background, some too simpli- 
fied. ‘The paper is of a poor quality. 

Appendix material: population figures 
are from 1930 census, accurate as far as 
checked, except a slight variation in the

not include current war changes. They 
would be more useful if cities were in- 
dexed in greater detail. The dictionary of 
biography includes a good representation 
of modern names, death dates being in- 
cluded up to September 1940, as far as 
checked, except that the death dates of 
several Englishmen who died before that 
date have not been recorded (Benson, 


Thomson, Wolfe). The variety of in- 
formation contained in the appendix will 
be found useful for quick reference. 
Since there are other dictionaries in 
this price range which will prove more 
satisfactory Webster’s universities dic- 
tionary of the English language is not 


recommended.
